In poli­ 
tics they are corrupt as Individuals and 
as a nation and are without political 
principle, conscience or honor. 
They 
rob their soldiers of th#*lr beggarly pay; 
they rob th**lr country of the money 
given without stint to strengthen the 
nation’s defenses. 
Being themselves 
without patriotism, from the empress 
dowager down, their pernicious exam­ 
ple, set for generations, has stifled all 
patriotism among the masses of the 
people. 
“ My hope Is that the allied powers, 
from jealousy of one another, will keep 
China Intact; that their own greed to 
secure the unlimited wealth of the em­ 
pire will make them force the Emper­ 
or Kwong Hsu, whom they will en­ 
throne. to oj>en the country In fact as 
well as In name to foreign trade. The 
public spirit of the emperor, assisted 
by a progressive ministry, will do the 
rest. 
Kwong Han’s Ideas are at least 
a century in advance of those of Ll 
Hung Chang, who has ruled the em­ 
press dowager and assisted her in de­ 
grading the empire to Its present tow 
estate. 
“Assuming that all this will come to 
pass. that Kwong Hsu will be restored. 
the country throw n open to the build­ 
ing of railroads and the development 
of mines and oth»*r industries, there 
will follow a growth of material wealth 
such as no nation in the world’s his­ 
tory has ever conceived possible. 
“ It is realized, however, by those fa­ 
miliar with the situation and the char­ 
acter of the Chinese people that this 
wealth will not be for the outside world 
th a t will develop the resources. 
The 
profit will be reaped by the Chinese, 
and for one I am glad it will be so. 
The Industrious, tireless, thrifty, shrewd 
Chinese-—those who have already grab­ 
bed a good share of the wealth of 
Hongkong, Shanghai and Tien tsin, 
who own the mines already open, the 
large banking interests, immense ship­ 
ping Interests and who monopolise the 
imwrantlle trade already established— 
will, with the increased facilities fur­ 
nished by foreigners, not only hold 
their own. but Increase their wealth a 
hundredfold. 
‘When the western world opens Chs 
i i to the great m anufacturing and 
Wonderful mineral possibilities of the 
titte r country, 
when other nation* 
pomt the way. China will develop ber 
resources in such a manner that no na­ 
tion unwilling to let her laboring men 
IG# a* the Chinese lire can hope to 
compete with the satire population. 
My admiration for the physical strength 
and endurance of the Chinese knows 
no bounds. 
Physically they are po* 
sensed of vast reserve strength. I arish 
I could tell you of what I bs vs seen 
them do. bow they work like giants 24 
hour* at a stretch, never closing their 


eyes, tinging all the while and Urine 
solely on rice. 
Physically these men 
are the wonder of the laboring world. 
“They are imitating. Ingenious and 
inventive. 
When foreign stoves wew 
selling in T ientsin for $ IOO In MeMdUi 
money, I have known the Chin#-*** to 
take one of these foreign stoves and 
use It for a mold from which to make 
new 
castings. Imprinting even the 
names of the foreign manufacturer* so 
well that detection wa* imposxihle. 
From this one stove bought of the for­ 
eign dealer they would make many and 
sell them at a profit of 900 per cent. A 
country whose people can do this and 
many other things like It will, aa soon 
as the utilities of the civilization of the 
west are appreciated, build up a m anu­ 
facturing

commercial 
industry 
which will mark a new epoch in civ­ 
ilization.

“The allied pow**r» b:ive driv*»n the 
iron deep into the soul of the Chinese 
nation.

H o w M tr h lir n n ’a E i - Q o v f r a o r I ' s n e 
t o D o Xi I r k n a i n e d ‘‘Center*# P i n g r e e . 
The late Hazen 8. Pingree, ex-goveru- 
or of Michigan, had an #xid nickname, 
according to the folklore of some year* 
ago. 
“Center” Pingree he was called 
ami sometime* “Head Center.” The 
query “Where I* C enter?’ “Hello, Cen­ 
ter,” or the like, was the common way 
he was greeted. He never resented the 
name aud finally had no other among 
those who were Intimate enough to 
share hi* confidences. 
An old shoemaker who used to work 
for Pingree tells the story of the origin 
of “Center” Pingree’s o#id title thus, 
says a correspondent of the Detroit 
News-Trlbune: Thirty years ago, dur­ 
ing the Fenian excitement in Detroit, 
the leader of the movement was known 
os the “head center.” 
One day a 
stranger came to the Pingree & Smith 
factory and Inquired for the “head 
center,” thinking, doubtless, that he 
was about to be conducted to the pres­ 
ence of that very important personage. 
Smith was In the office at the time and 
suggested iii his dry, sly way that the 
one the stranger was seeking must be- 
Pingree, for he was the head center of 
everything 
thereabout 
Smith 
told 
Pingree about the call and suggested 
that “Center” Pingree was a good 
name, and especially because It fitted 
—at least by sound—the Initials of his 
name, “BL S.”—“Head Center.” The 
name was passed, in due course reach­ 
ed the workrooms, and it is enough 
here to record that it stuck, and as 
“Center” Pingree he was ever there­ 
after known. H alf the old shoemaker* 
In Detroit, meeting Mr. Pingree any­ 
where. shook his hand and said. “Well, 
‘Center,’ how are you getting along?” 


MIRRORS IN FR U IT TREES. 


F i l i p i n o * P r a c t i c e N o v e l M e t h o d o f 
F r i g h t e n i n g D e s t r u c t i v e B i r d s . 
"I learned a trick while In the Philip­ 
pi!© si in the m atter of keeping birds 
out of fruit trees,” remarked an official 
of the postoffice department to the 
W ashington representative of the St. 
Louis Republic, “which may be of val­ 
ue to many Just now, when so many 
cherries are being destroyed by birds. 
It is simple, inexpensive and, as far as 
I could observe, practical. 
“It consists in hanging a small mir­ 
ror on the top limbs of the tree. There 
should lie at least six inches of string 
to the mirror, so that it can swing 
about as it is blown by the wind. The 
fiasii of the mirror, it appears, scares 
the birds away. 
"One or two 5 cent mirror* hung on a 
tree are sufficient, though of course 
three or four would be that much bet­ 
ter. I was told that this method had 
worked Iii the Philippines successfully 
for many year* and th at the birds do 
not grow fam iliar with it as they do 
with a scarecrow. 
“Since my return here I find that the 
m irror scare is not unknown here and 
that It has been in use by Michigan 
growers for many years. I have tried it 
myself in a small way, and It is amus­ 
ing what s stir it creates among the 
birds.”

Home important experiments in con­ 
sertion with a new telegraph system 
which is tai*] to cheapen considerably 
the cost of telegrams have recently 
lM*cn conducted by the postal engineers 
between London and Glasgow, says the 
New York Hun. The new apparatus Is 
the invention of a French engineer of 
the name of Mercadier, and by its 
means it is possible to send 12 separate 
m e s s a g e s over one wire at the same 
*irne. The system is also capable of tie­ 
ing duplexed, by which 24 separate 
messages can be sent a t one time over 
a single wire. 
The details of the apparatus are com­ 
paratively simple. The wire is attached 
at either end to 12 sending wires and in 
another case to 12 receivers. At the 
landing end the currents are interrupt­ 
ed by 12 rapidly vibrating metal reeds, 
each reed vibrating at a different 
speed. At the receiving end are 12 tele­ 
phone receivers with membranes of 
different thicknesses capable of vibrat­ 
ing at a certain rate. but at no other. 
The different rates of these receivers 
are Identical with the rates of the reeds 
at the sending station 
When a message is sent or when 12 
separate messages are sent, what hap­ 
pens is this: Tile 12 currents enter the I 
wire, each impressed with a different

M IR R O R S IN FRUIT T REES. 


F il ip i n o * P r a c t i c e X o v r l M eth o d o f

“I learned a trick while In the Philip­ 
pines iii the m atter of keeping birds 
out of fruit trees.” remarked an official 
of the postoffice department to the 
Washington representative of the St. 
Louis Republic, “which may be of val­ 
ue to many Just now, when so many 
cherries are tieing destroyed by birds. 
It is simple, inexpensive and, es far as 
I could observe, practical. 
“It consists In hanging a small mir­ 
ror on the top limbs of the tree. There 
should ti# at least six inches of string 
to the mirror, so that It eau swing 
about as it Is blown by the wind. The 
flash of the mirror, It appears, scares 
the birds away. 
“One or two 5 ren t mirrors hung on a 
tree are sufficient, though of coirs# 
three or four would be that much bet­ 
ter. I was told that this method had 
worked to the Philippines successfully 
for many years and that the birds do 
not grow familiar with It as they do 
with a scarecrow. 
“Since my return here I find that the 
m irror scare Is not unknown here and 
that It has been in use by Michigan 
growers for many years. I have tried It 
myself In a small way. and It is amus­ 
ing what a stir It creates among the 
birds.”

Home important experiments tn con- 
tcetimi w ith a new telegraph system 
which Is said to cheapen considerably 
the cost of telegrams have recently 
tieen conducted by the posts! engineers 
I*etween London and Glasgow, says the 
New York Sun. The new apparatus Is 
the Invention of a French engineer of 
the name of Mercadle?, and by Its 
means It Is possible to send 12 separate 
messages over one wire at the same 
time. The system Is also capable of be­ 
ing duplexed, by which 24 separate 
meses gee can lie sent at one time over 
n single wire. 
The details of the apparatus are com­ 
paratively simple. The wire Is attached 
at either end to 12 sending wires and in 
another case to 12 receivers. At the 
sending end the currents are interrupt­ 
ed by 12 rapidly vibrating metal reeds, 
each reed vibrating s i a different 
•peed. At the receiving end are 12 tele­ 
phone receivers with membranes of 
different thicknesses capable of vibrat­ 
ing at a certain rate, but at no other. 
The different rates of these receivers 
are Identical with the rates of the reeds 
at the sending station 


When a message Is sent or when 12 
«cpsrate messages ara sent, what hap­ 
pens Is this: The 12 currants enter tho 
wire, each Impressed with a different 
vibration rate. At the recetvlng station 
ttiey pass through s mtcraphonic re­ 
ceiver. 
which 
gives 
them 
added 
strength. 
They ara then discharged 
through the 12 receivers. As each of 
then» receivers only responds to vibra­ 
tions of a certain rate, they select each 
the currants belonging to Its particular 
message, but are Impervious to all the 
others. By this means the messages 
are accurately sorted out and kept dis­ 
tinct.

nese enterprises, for the atrocities Com­ 
mitted by her soldiers w ill not be for­ 
gotten or forgiven. 
The nation which 
w ill lose most of a ll Is Russia. 
The 
'day of settle men t w ill be long1 de­ 
layed, but the appalling outrages com­ 
mitted by the Russian troops on the 
Chinese of Manchuria, where between 
800,000 and 400.000 were murdered last 
winter, w ill remain fresh In the mem­ 
ory of the Chinese nation. 
“ In the d lsoiit future, when Li Hung 
Chang and all of the other thieves who 
sold themselves and tbeir country to 
Rumian and who stole the money given

In business, however, where the 
second grade of Japanese ara found, 
there la no tense of honor, of business 
Integrity, of the solem nity of the prom- 
las. engagement or obligation which 
under any pretext can 'be evaded. 
“ In China the reverse Is true. There 
the best, the brightest, the most ambi­ 
tious of the race choose a business ca­ 
reer, and. while they squeese you hard 
In any trade, If they finally agree and 
give their word It is faith fully fulfilled 
In the most minute particular. In poli­ 
tics they are corrupt ss individuals and 
as a nation and are without political 
principle, conscience or honor. 
They 
rob their soldiers of tbeir beggarly pay; 
they rob tbeir country of tbs money 
given without stint to strengthen the 
nation's defenses. 
Being themselves 
without patriotism, from the empress 
dowager down, their pernicious exam­ 
ple. set for generations, has stifled all 
patriotism among the masses of the 
people. 
“ My hope Is that the allied powers, 
from jealousy of one another, w ill keep 
China intact: that their own greed, to 
secure the unlimited wealth of ths em­ 
pire w ill make them force the Emper­ 
or Kwong Hsu, whom they w ill en­ 
throne, to open the country In fact as 
well ss In name to foreign trade.

MIRRORS IN FRUIT TREES. 


F IH s Is m Practice Waval Met hod af 
rrls k ltB ls s D c*trs*tlv* Birds. 
“ I learned a trick while In the Philip­ 
pines in the matter of keeping birds 
out of fruit trees," remarked an official 
of the postoffice department to the 
Washington representative of the 8 t 
Louis Republic, “ which may be of val­ 
ue to many just now, when so many 
cherries are being destroyed by birds. 
It is simple, inexpensive and. as far as 
1 could observe, practical 
“ It consists In hanging a small m ir­ 
ror on the top limbs of the tree. There 
should be at least six inches of string 
to the mirror, so that It can swing 
about ss It Is blown by the wind. The 
flash of the mirror, it appears, scares 
the birds sway. 
“ One or two 5 cent mirrors hung on a 
tree are sufficient, though of course 
three or four would be that much bet­ 
ter. 1 was told that this method had 
worked tn the Philippines successfully 
for many years and that the birds do 
not grow fam iliar w ith It as they do 
w ith a scarecrow. 
“ Since my return here 1 find that the 
m irror ecare la not unknown here and 
that It has been tn u m by Michigan 
growers for many years. I have tried It 
m yself tn a small way. and It la amus­ 
ing what a stir It creates among the 
birds."

forces iii the war In South Africa Is to 
be pushed by the w ar department at 
Washington. 
It is very long and In­ 
teresting. Captain Relchmann praises 
the Boer character, his fighting finali­ 
ties and daring, but criticises the ab­ 
sence of soldier qualifications. H e fie 
clares that foreigners were the nggrc* 
sivc; feature of the Boer arm y ami ex­ 
plains the victories of the British in the 
following sentence: “ The causes of 
the defeat of the Boers are not far to 
»«*ek. 
The 
preponderance 
of 
Great 


Britain in men. motley and w arlike ma 
terial was overwhelming. 
“ The only cavalry lesson we draw 


for ourselves from till* war,” any* Cap­ 
tain Heichmann, ‘Mw that we cannot 
have enough of our kind of cavalry 
One feature of this w ar Is tho superior 
effective range of the Krupp and ( ’reli­ 
ant guns of the Boers over the A rm ­ 
strong gun of the British. The lyddite 
shell can hardly be said to lie a success 
in

maim says that officers told him the 
British artillery killed many of their 
own troops by keeping up too long the 
fire to cover the infantry attack, the 
shells falling among the advancing sol 
dlers.

Captain Ref* timann’a Official Report 
on the South African War. 
Captain Curl Keichuiann’s report on 
the operations of the British and Boer 
forces in the war In South Africa is to 
be pushed by the war department at 
Washington. It Is very long and In­ 
teresting. Captain Keichmann praises 
the Boer character, his fighting quali­ 
ties and daring, but erltlclses the ab­ 
sence of soldier qualifications. Ho de 
clares that foreigners were the aggres­ 
sive feature of the Boer arm y and ex­ 
plains the victories of the British In the 
following sentence: “The causes of 
the defeat of the Boers are not far to 
seek. 
The preponderance of Great 
Britain in men, money and warlike ma 
terial was overwhelming. 
“The only cavalry lesson we draw 
for ourselves from this war," snys Cap­ 
tain Keichmann, “is that we cannot 
have enough of our kind of cavalry. 
One feature of this war Is the superior 
effective range of the Krupp and Creu- 
sot guns of the Boers over the Arm­ 
strong gun of the Britts}). The lyddite 
shell can hardly be said to be a success 
In field Migrations.’’ Unptnlu Kelch- 
mann says that officers told him the 
British artillery killed many of their 
own troops by keeping up too long the 
fire to cover the infantry attack, the 
shells falling among the advancing sol­ 
diers. 
The German corps numbered 2(10 
Den, and there was also a French corps 
of 25 men, a Russian corps of 25 men 
and an American scout company of 
about 50 men. Another was th at of tile 
Irish-Americans, who had reached Pre­ 
toria under tho guise of ambulance per­ 
sonnel, they being members of the am­ 
bulance corp* organised at Chicago.

The shell will 
have a striking velocity of 1,787 foot 
seconds ut the terminus of range, a 
sufficient force to jteuetrnte five inches 
of steel. 
The weight of the gun is four tons, 
and it will use a 20 pound charge of 
smokeless powder. 
The length of the 
projectile proper Is 20 inches,-and the 
brass case containing the fixed ammu­ 
nition is 4o inches long. 
The brass 
cartridge case will hold, if charged to 
its utmost capacity, 32 pounds of 
smokeless 
powder, 
and

charge the muzzle velocity will be 
about 4.000 feet a second, giving a 
maximum range of 25 miles, which 
will be the world’s record for any size 
gun. 
The tube and main foundation of the 
body of the gun are composed of curled 
steel sheets one-*’.venin of an Inch 
thick, extending die full length of the 
tube. These steel sheets are wound 
with square steel wire one seventh of 
an Inch thick, ten miles of which Is con­ 
sumed iu harnessing iii the enormous

BOER CHARACTER PRAISED. 


Cmplmlm RHrkasDR'a OSelml Hrport 
UR «a* S e e tb A f r ic a » W a r . 
Captain Carl Relcbmann's report on 
the operations of the British and Boer 
forces in the «rar In South Africa is to 
be pushed by the war department at 
Washington. It Is very long and In­ 
teresting. Captain Ileichmann praises 
the Boer character, his fighting quali­ 
ties and daring, but criticises the ab­ 
sence of soldier qualifications. He de­ 
clares that foreigners were the aggres­ 
sive feature of the Boer army and ex­ 
plains the victories of the British In the 
following sentence: "The causes of 
the defeat of the Boers are not far to 
seek. 
The prepondera nee of Great 
Britain in men. money aod warlike ma­ 
terial waa overwhelming. 
"The only cavalry lesson we draw 
for ourselves from this war,** says Cap­ 
tain Keichmann. "Is that we cannot 
have enough of our kind of cavalry 
One feature of thla war la the superior 
effective range of the Krupp and Crau* 
sot guns of the Boers over the Arm 
strong gun of the British. The lyddite 
shell can hardly bs said to he a soccese 
in field operations." Captain Reich 
mann says that officers told him the 
British artillery killed many of their 
own troops by keeping up too long the 
fire to cover the Infantry attack, the 
shells falling among the advancing sol­ 
diers. 
The German corps numbered 200 
nen. and there was aHo a French corpa 
of 25 men, a Russian corps of 25 men 
and an American scoot company of 
about 50 men. Another was that of the 
Irish-Americans, who had reached Pre­ 
toria under tbs guise of ambulance per 
sonnet, they being members of the am 
balance corps organised at Chicago.
